SPARKS FROM MARK: 

The last several weeks during our liturgies we have 
been focusing on that of time and talent as a people 
who are called to be Christian stewards. In the coming 
weeks we will also hear that stewardship also involves 
that of our treasure, for building up the Kingdom of 
God. 

The Bishop's in their document ''Stewardship: A 
Disciple's Response says that "As Christian stewards, 
we receive God's gifts gratefully, cultivate them 
responsibly, share them in loving justice with others, 
and return them with increase to the Lord." This is a 
great definition of what it means to be a Christian 
Steward, one that really gets to heart of who we are 
as God's people, the gift of our selves self to others. 

Last weekend at OLBH, we had our first retreat on 
the Call of the Christian Steward, and we are planning 
to have annual retreat on the Stewardship on the 
weekend of Lent. Fr. George Winzenburg, S.J. led us 
in our retreat. We started off with the Stations of the 
Cross and Fr. George said he knew no better way to 
begin a retreat than praying the Stations of the Cross, 
a prayer of giving our lives away, like that of Christ. 

As I think about my own call as a Christian 
Steward, especially in the tight the Bishop's definition, 
it really becomes a tall order for us. I know in my own 
life some weeks are better than others, as I struggle to 
be faithful to my calling as a Christian Steward. 

I was thankful to Fr. George for the prayer he gave 
us entitled "The Living Spirit" by the Jesuit priest 
Pierre Teilhard de Chardin. It reminded me to trust in 
the slow work of God, that I am a work in process and 
that God is not done with me yet. Thank God, for that.

Above all, trust in the slow work of God. We are, 
quite naturally, impatient in everything to reach the 
end without delay. We should like to skip the 
intermediate stages. We are impatient of being on the 
way to something unknown, something new. And yet 
it is the law of progress that it is made by passing 
through some stages of instability - and that it may 
take a very long time. 

And so I think it is with you. Your ideas mature 
gradually - let them grow; let them shape themselves, 
without undue hast. Don't try to force them on, as 
though you could be today what time... will make you

forming in you will be. Give Our Lord the benefit of 
believing that his hand is leading you, and accept the 
anxiety of feeling yourself in suspense and incomplete.
